Administrator's Column 

Reauthorization Update: The House Appropriations Committee has approved its 
version of the FY 2008 spending bill. Some of the key provisions approved include: 
Airport Improvement Program: The bill includes good news on a number of 
airport priorities, including $3.6 billion for AIP, $850 million more than the 
Presidents request and $85 million more than FY 2007. FAA Facilities and 
Equipment: Includes $2,515 billion for the Facilities and Equipment (F&E) 
account, which funds air traffic control modernization programs and other key 
facilities and initiatives. Cost-Free Space: Once again, the bill includes a general 
provision prohibiting the FAA from requiring airports to provide space free of charge 
in airport-owned buildings. Small Community Air Service Development 
Program: $10 million for the program funded through AIP the same as FY 2007. 
The bill would allow for the transfer of those funds to EAS in the unlikely event of a 
funding shortfall for that program. Essential Air Service: The bill provides $110 
million for EAS $60 million above the Presidents request. If in the event there is a 
shortage of funds to maintain service to all communities currently served by the 
program the bill would allow for the transfer of up to $10 million from the Small 
Community Air Service Development Program. Contract Tower Program: $103 
million for the Contract Tower Program and $8.5 million for the Contract Tower 
Cost-Sharing Program. Airport Cooperative Research Program: $10 million with 
the funds coming from AIP. FAA Operations: $8,716 billion for FAA operations. 
Trust Fund Share of FAA Budget: The bill derives $12.57 billion from the Airport 
and Airway Trust Fund, covering roughly 85 percent of FAA costs. The general fund 
contribution is $2,314 billion or roughly 15% of the agencies budget. Research, 
Engineering and Development: $140 million. The Committee report does take 
issue with the Administrations proposal to move to user fees and issue bonds to 
finance ATC modernization. The bill now moves to the House floor. The Senate 
DOT appropriations subcommittee approved its version of the FY 2008 DOT 
spending bill and the full Senate Appropriations Committee is expected to consider 
the measure soon. Differences involve PFC charges; fuel tax rates; user fees; AIP 
funding levels and more. It is important that Congress reauthorize FAA programs, 
taxes, fees and charges before the end of FY 2007 (September 30, 2007). This will 
ensure no disruption to the aviation system. 

Medical Certificates Extended? The FAA is proposing extension durations for 
medical certificates. First class medical: good for one year; third class medical: 
good for five years for pilots under the age of 40. AOPA has requested FAA conduct 
additional research to possible grant the extension to pilots over 40 as well. 

Triple Ace Robin Olds Dies: Many of you probably remember Air Force Brig. Gen. 
Robin Olds was the keynote banquet speaker at the 2002 Montana Aviation 
Conference. Brig. Gen. Olds, a triple ace with victories in WWII and Vietnam, died 
last month at his home in Steamboat Springs, CO. He did things his way, including 
growing a handlebar mustache. Flying Lockheed P-38 Lightnings and North 
American P-51 Mustangs, he shot down 12 aircraft in WWII. He shot down four 
more aircraft in Vietnam flying a McDonnell-Douglas F-4 Phantom. Brig. Gen. Olds 
was a colorful gentleman. Montana was fortunate to welcome him to Bozeman in 
2002. 

Dreamliners: The Boeing Company unveiled the first of its 787 Dreamliners at the 
company's widebody assembly plant recently. The first test flight is expected to take 
place between late August and September. The plane is set to enter commercial 
service next May after Japan's All Nippon Airways receives the first of its 50 
Dreamliners. The 787 debuting is the first of six flight-test airplanes, while two other 
planes will be used for static and fatigue tests. The ninth plane off the assembly line 
will be the first one delivered to All Nippon Airways. This is quite the impressive

Amy (Woody) Stocki remembers very clearly a flight with her 
friend, Sam Kreidel, in his Long-EZ (a popular Rutan- 
designed homebuilt airplane) over Glacier Park. Amy was at 
the controls, they banked left, and Amy looked down to see a 
clear, beautiful, turquoise glacial lake. That is part of how it 
all got started. 

"That was about 14 years ago, and luckily for me, I still get 
those moments from time to time. Recently, on a visual 
approach, at night, into New York's La Guardia Airport, I was 
cleared down to 2000 feet and told to follow the Hudson River 
north. I found myself doing 200 kts, right next to the New 
York City skyline and looking across to Manhattan's Time 
Square. Though it's not the adventure of Montana flying, there 
are definitely still moments that take my breath away. It didn't 
occur to me to pursue flying as a career until after I had my 
private license. I was looking at various universities that had 
good English programs when someone at the airport mentioned 
that they also have good schools with aviation programs right 
here in Montana. All at once, I realized that I could do for a 

living what I did for fun. I then put my application in with Rocky Mountain College and never thought twice about it again." 
Amy's passion was fueled by the entire Poison aviation community. When Amy was in High School her family owned and 

operated an FBO at the Poison Airport. Amy spent after school time pumping fuel, washing airplanes, and begging for rides. 
Amy earned her wings and flew off to Rocky Mountain College, where she became a superior pilot, navigator and instructor. 

She worked very hard to maintain her knowledge and efficiency. Now, Amy flies as a Captain for US Airlines based out of 

Philadelphia on a Canadair Regional Jet (CRJ).

Mountain Search Training Offered 

The MDT Aeronautics Division is inviting thirty registered volunteer search pilots to attend the 29 th annual Mountain 
Search Pilot Clinic. A limited number of pilots who have completed the Mountain Search Pilot Clinic in the years of 
1979-2005 will be accepted for refresher training. 

The clinic ground school and the flight training operations will headquarter at the Helena Airport September 7 - 9, 
2007. The clinic will kickoff on Friday, September 7, 2007 at 1900 with a ground school at the Wingate Inn. Any 
interested person is invited to attend the ground school sessions. 

A total of two hours dual flight instruction in mountain search flying techniques will be provided on Saturday and 
Sunday in mountainous terrain. Instruction and operation of ELT direction finders and outdoor survival instruction will 
be provided Saturday and Sunday. Pilots will be scheduled for these sessions while awaiting flight-training schedules. 
The ground school will continue on Saturday evening at 1900 at the Wingate Inn. 

The clinic is very fast paced and intense. The sessions will run from 0630 to 2300. The registration fee to attend 
the clinic is $75.00. Lodging for the nights of September 7 & 8 will be the responsibility of the participants. A block of 
double rooms (2 beds/2 persons) has been reserved at the Wingate Inn.
